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The Sophomores Dominate 


In a money grab, classes 
hammered, flowered, and designed to create 
the perfect float. For the first time ever 
floats were awarded cash prizes. Plus, 
floats earned 1/4 of homecoming points. 

Every year floats are made by 
each of the four classes in celebration of 
homecoming. The floats are based on the 
given theme. This year’s theme was Under 
the Sea. The senior class chose to make 
a submarine. The junior class made a turtle. 
Then, the sophomore class selected an 
octopus and an undersea castle. Finally, 
the freshman class created a large clam. 

The building of the submarine took 
place at Ammerman’s Carpet Cleaning. 
The float idea was decided by a group 
discussion, and it was based on the movie 
“20,000 Leagues Under the Sea.” The 
seniors worked on the float for at least 30 
hours and finished it within two weeks. 

The juniors built their float at 
Buckeridge's. “Well, we were going to do 
a clam but heard two other groups had the 
same idea so we went back to the drawing 


board! Justin Tate drew it, "says Mrs. 
Hesterberg. The juniors finished their float 
within two weeks while working on it about 35 
hours a week. 

Sophomores built their octopus and 
castle at Courtney Warner’s house and 
assembled it at Stein’s Warehouse. “We had 
several pictures submitted but they were not 
1st place designs. A picture of a castle was 
submitted and also a picture of an octopus. 
The steering committee decided to put them 
together and picked the colors," said Mr. 
Storey. The sophomore class worked on their 
float seven nights a week and most of the 
day on the weekends. They finished their float 
at 8:30 on Thursday night, the day before 
homecoming. 

The freshman idea was to build a 
large clam with a football inside it’s mouth 
instead of a pearl. “One of the freshman 
students thought of an idea and sketched out 
a picture,” says Mrs.Telegadas.The freshmen 
started to build their float on October 1, and 
finished on October 14. The class spent about 
35 hours each week on their float. 





The senior class was the first float in the parade 
with their gray submarine, showing off for the 
students at Roosevelt elementary. The senior 


class took second place with their float and were 
then awarded $150 prize money which helped 
with the cost of construction. 


The freshman class took fourth place with their large clam 
with the football in the mouth. They received $50 for their 
float. 
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The sophomore class with their octopus was the 
winning float .To this class $200 was awarded.

For the seniors that 
meant they had to find a way to get 
movement from their float. That was just 
one of their challenges for homecoming. 

Their battleship-grey submarine was 
the creation of the steering committee. With 
an under the sea theme for homecoming, 
they selected “2000 Leagues" as their 
slogan to emblazen the side of the wagon. 
Using pullies, their submarine had a 
periscope that raised and lowered and using 
rope pulls, the propeller moved back and 
forth. 

The senior float stood out in front with 
its unique subject. All three of the 
underclassmen floats were designed using 
sea creature ideas, while the seniors drew 
on their literary experience and fashioned 
theirs from the Nautilus, Jules Verne's 
famous submarine from his novel 20.000 
Lea gues Under the Sea . 

Working hard to complete their float Jodi 
Vanbeek, Justin Fetterly, Jessica Miller, and 
Callie Sendzik weave plastic into chicken wire. 


Class members had to flower plenty 
of chicken wire to create the “machine" 
that would not only cover the wagon but 
would also extend beyond it to include 
the propeller. It took 75 feet of wire and 
3,600 square inches of tissue paper to 
cover the entire submarine. All of that 
tissue paper made a total of 7200 flowers. 

Seniors worked nightly at Ammerman’s 
Carpet Cleaning spending hours of their 
volunteer time for two weeks. They found 
the experience to be. “a time for us (students) 
to work together, plan, construct and to finish 
a project while catching up on the latest 
gossip” Jennifer Bowen explained with a 
smile. 

Their hard work paid off when they 
achieved their second place and 
collected the $150 prize money. They 
made their victory lap around Memorial 
Stadium on homecoming night at halftime 
with loads of students riding in the bed 
of the truck.

The change in the date was not the 
only change that students and staff 
faced for 2000. 

Updating the attendance and 
grading equipment meant a shift from 
scantron bubble sheets to a computer 
system that was used by the county 
and located at the ISD . This change 
was necessary to beat the Y2K bug in 
the old program. Early in the year the 
slowness of the system angered 
teachers who felt they were spending 
more time (on the computer) staring at 
the screen than with their students. 
Tech problems were met with better 
technology and soon the system was 
operating more smoothly with just a few 
server shut downs. The grading system 
meant that report cards were delivered 
sooner than in previous years. 

Other changes included a large 
staff turn over. At the administration 
level. Mr. Dureka joined the team. New 
teachers included: Miss Lamb, Miss 
Clark, Mr. Hall, Ms. Hallstrom, Ms. 
Holzberger, Ms. Smith. Mr. Allen, Mr. 
Giancarlo, Ms. Hinkley, Ms. McGiness, 
Ms. Mills, Mr. Pionk, Ms. Robinson, 


Madness! 


Ms. Rutkofske, Mr. Wentzel, and 
Ms. Woloszy. 

Teachers and administrators 
took on new roles. Mr. Hodge 
became the Student Council 
adviser. Mr. Fisher became the 
curriculum director for all 
departments. Mr. Christick chose 
to return to the classroom after 
serving as an assistant principal 
for a year. 

Some discontent was evident 
among faculty members when the 
contract expired inAugust of 1999 
and the negotiations dragged on 
into the new year. Students 
witnessed civics in action as they 
watched teachers picket on Court 
Street before school began or saw 
the “No Contract" badges with the 
frowning face displayed on shirt and 
jacket pockets. Classroom doors 
were not open as often or as early 
and after school the doors were 
locked sooner. PHHS students 
were left wondering if blackboard 
flu or the actual virus hit when 28 
teachers were absent the same 


day. 

Like last year, professional 
development continued, but not as 
frequently. In November two half days of 
inservice gave the kids a break while 
teachers attended a Conflict Resolution 
workshop in the wake of the school 
violence experienced in other parts of the 
country. The district also put together a 
safety program which included emergency 
kits and locked doors at all buildings. 

Cooperation between the schools and 
the police department remained but the 
expected police-off icer-in-the-building- 
program was stalled due to finances. 

Teachers voted to end the concurrent 
testing for freshmen and sophomores, but 
district administrators added seven days 
of National testing to the freshman 
schedules. State MEAP testing 
continued for juniors but it included the 
incentive of a $2500 scholarship for any 
student who scored well in all areas. 
Seniors were allowed to retake the test if 
they chose. 

More credits were required of incoming 
freshman for graduation--42--compared to 
the 40, for the class of 2001. This same 
class of 2003 brought a record number of 
freshmen into the halls, 540 totally, which 
meant a larger staff was needed.

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POINTS CONTROVERSY 


As the Equestrians were about to 
pull off another win to match last year’s 
District first, they were confronted with a 
controversary which cost them points in their 
last meet. 

According to Coach Fischer, false 
accusations were made. She added that the

The problem 
occured because there was no rule requiring 
riders to wear the helmet when they have 
dismounted. In fact, had been common 
practice at past meets for equestrians to 
remove the head gear since the temperatures 
were warm and the days were long. At the 
final meet, two PH. members followed that 
custom after their event had been judged, 
and walked with helmets in hand while leading 
their horses out of the ring. The judges were 
no longer on the fair ground. Wyatt Myr 
added, ‘They couldn’t beat us in the ring--so 
they beat us with politics.” So, in the end, 
they were the high point team of the 1999 
season and deserved district title.

The year was 1500 B.C. and 
an alleged princess was mumified 
and then buried, and now 3500 years 
later it is the last allowed out of Egypt 
and was shown at the Port Huron 
Museum. The musuem also had over 
80 artifacts including ancient 
statues, stomach urns, headrests, 
jewlery, and pottery to accent this 
historical display. 

Egyptian civilization is one of 
the oldest known to man. The artifacts 
have been perserved for over 3,000 
years under sand down in the dark 
tombs of the pyramids built by hand 
over many years of hard work. All the 
artifacts shown in Port Huron that 
have been found were made of stone, 
papyrus ( a paper material) and cloth.

Michigan is prized with some 
of the finest bodies of fresh waters. 
The waters are stocked with great fish 
like bass, pike, salmon, and 
maskinonge. 

In the spring, fishermen gather 
up their nets and go dipping for smelt 
usually along the St. Clair River. 
Smelt usually range from 3 to 5 inches 
and fishermen gather buckets of them 
for consumption.
